‘AN OLD LESSON

Eminent bankers cannot say 
smooth things for the sake of 
jstying them. ‘That is why Chair. 
men’s speeches at the annual 
general meetings of banking 
institutions are so eagerly 
studied for light on the world 
situation. Yesterday Mr. Rex 
kinald Mekenna’s always’ valu 
able yearly address to the Mi 
land” Bank “shareholders wa 
published; the previous day the 
speech of the Chairman of the 
‘Board of Directors to, the shate- 
holders of the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Banking Corporation; 
a8 delivered at “Hongkong on 
Saturday was set.out in full in 
the “North-China Sunday Ne 
Dealing with events of a year 
which he had to deacribe.as even 
Worse from a trade point of view 
than its bad immediate 
decessor, Mx. J. J. Paterson was 
able to show satisfactory figures 
in confirmation of the strength 
of an institution on which Far 
Eastern commerce so greatly 
relies. He touched lightly but 
adequately on the Manchurian 
storm-clouds. He made oven a 
briefer reference than usual to 
the silver problem ‘and onee 
again, as a responsible banker 
rather than a dabbler in empl 
cism, he had to damp the ardour 
lof those who believe that the Link 
between the price of silver and 
commodity prices generally can 
be disregardeé in the formula. 
tion of some artificial method of 
sending up the metal’s value, 
‘There’ are so many important 
Points of interest in a speech 
Packed with facts and valuable 
reflections that it is dificult 
tovattempt to summarise it, Most 
people will advisedly read. it 
in extenso for themselves 
and, it may be suggested, many 
‘will: keep it by them for’ handy 
reference. It gives guidance but 
falso-a modicum of hope. Sound 
banking. methods, careful adapta. 
‘tion of financial policy to the 
needs of the day ani fidelity. to 
principles which, even in a time 
of ‘iconoclastic ‘economics, can 
not be neglected -by. the custo- 
dians of public funds, are shown 
to form the basis of the Bank's 
policy. The observations of its 
Chairman -én the situation :in 
China carry ‘therefore special 
Iweight and deserve special atten. 
tion.

This special im- 
Portance just now for report has 
it that an attempt is being made 
to obtain a further moratorium 
‘on the Boxer Indemnity Fund 
payments, In view of the com- 
parative smallness of the amount 
involved, this proposal, even if! 
the national emergency’ be taken 
into account, promises to undo 
much of the good work per- 
formed in stimulating China’s 
credit. The mere mention of it 
has already dismayed important 
foreign firms which were pre- 
‘paring to invest capital in China, 
Although every fair critic will 
recognise the desperation of the 
situation it must be urged that 
as the Budget position is. still 
very much on trial—Mr, Pater- 
son pays tribute to Mr. Soong’s 
in surmounting last 
serious crisis—and the 
Suggestion that another appreci- 
able contribution is to be made 
to the store of suspended finan- 
cial aspirations is to be deprecat- 
ed. It is not as if the Finance 
Minister were yet in a position 
to present his Budget in satis- 
factory form. There are neces- 
‘sary gaps, eloquent silences and 
hesitations—"somewhat of a 
closed book,” says Mr. Paterson 
—and the margin thus left for 
practices which reflect on a 
country’s financial credit is un- 
comfortably large. 

All the more attention should 
be given to this point because 
of Mr, Soong’s pledge to apply 
early remedies to the ills of the 
railway bondholders, Mr, Ku 
Meng-fu is to be commended for 
preparing the ground in this 
direction but the Chairman of 
the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Banking " Corporation, while 
gracefully encouraged’ by the 
gesture which he calls a “move 
in the right direction. 
proof of His Excellency 
cern for the. restoratioy 
credit,” js constfained to observe 
that the monthly payments thus 
earmarked are “not enough to 
balance the growth of the debt.” 
The process of checking the 
downward course of China's 
credit cannot be accelerated 
unless the equation be definitely. 
trtnsferred from the minus. to 
th plus category. Giving China 
well-deserved praise for resisting 
temptation to enter on fresh di 
faults “on the plea of the general 
economic collapse,” Mr, Pater- 
son's words must be taken to 
imply that the very weakness of 
China's credit position should, 
even now, preclude any thought 
ofideparting from:such a state of 
financial rectitude. The valetu- 
dinarian cannot afford to take 
with his health the risks open to 
acceptance by the usually strong 
constitution. The Foreign and 
Chinese commercial communities 
will be glad to see that the 
speech takes due note of the im- 
portant part played by the 
Customs in assisting Mr. Soong 
to tackle a most difficult financial 
problem. It is therefore esse 
tial to quote Mr. Paterson 
pleasure in recording that Sir 
Frederick Maze’s 

trie and capable direction of the 

Customs administration during 

the past few years has benefitted 

‘Both China and the foreign trad- 

ing nations. « .” 

It is not too much to say that 
the Customs has once again 
proved the sheet anchor of 
China’s financial and. political 
fabric and the mainstay of Sino. 
Foreign trade, Bankers all ap- 
Preciate this: it is sometimes 
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‘wondered whether the apprecia- 
tion is as widepread among other 
sections of the community, For 
that , reason Mr. Paterson’s 
tribute is welcomed *as timely 
jand authoritative. The outlook 
leannot be regarded with un- 
bounded optimism. Mr. Paterson 
drew attention to the compli 
tions involved in the Manchurian 
trouble, the communist menace, 
the prospect of the revival of| 
‘Russian trade with its influx of 
‘cheap products and, above all, 
the “erushi weight of arrears 
already owing to the original 
(railway) bondholders.” There 
is,little doubt that the immediate 
need for facilitating stability or 
recovery from a desperate posi- 
tion the entry by China and 
Japan into diplomatic 
tions for an eliminat 
war factor in present trials. The 
The only question is 
time. Inducement for considera. 
tion of the claims of negotiation 
is great for both countries, 
No-one can read Mr. Paterson's 
speech without marvelling at the 
vitality displayed by economic 
conditions here in spite of 
appalling drawbacks in the form 
of natural accidents, world disas 
ters and internal human weal 
In other words there is 
ground for hope but 
abundant cause for vigilance. 
‘Mr. Paterson remarked: 
"The proud reputation fr honor.

her Gosernments. record duting

to the railways. Lines deeply in’ 
debt to bondholders and private 
merchant creditors have had their. 
Tevenue appropriated by order of 
the very Government which re- 
plied to the lawful claimants that 
money was lacking to pay them.” 
|Mr. Soong has expressed a credit. 
able desire to put an end to this 
deterioration. In whatever salu- 
tary measures he may take in 
furtherance thereof he will have 
full support and sympathy from 
‘the commercial community on 
whom rests so great a part of 
the responsibility for developing 
the resources of China.

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the shades. In this one hundred 
and fifty-seventh year of the life 
of the nation whieh he fathered 
it is specially appropriate to pay 
tribute to Young America. Their 
great country, like others, is 
going through a time of un- 
exampled strain and stress. In 
solution of the problem confront. 
ing their tried statesmen ali 
efforts are being directed. But 
youth will be served. It cannot 
be too strongly emphasised that 
times of crisis extract from men 
and women qualities of leader- 
which otherwise would re- 
jauire many years for develop- 
ment. So Washington made his 
name first on the Ohio at the 
age of 21. In the subsequent 
calamities, after exposure to 
reat personal risk and ap- 
parently certain death, he be- 
came a foree commander when 
only 23 years old. Into great- 
ness he was educated “by the 
increasing weight of | his 
responsibilities and the manner 
i he met them.” ‘That 
in 1774, he was able to 
stand out as the potential leader 
of his country in the task of 
securing independence and 
federation. It is often. argued 
that the complexity of modern 
life, the extraordinary growth of 
international interdependence 
and the magnitude of the politi- 
eal and economic problems 
prevent the rise of youth to the 
early eminence which marked 
the careers of men like Washing- 
ton and his contemporarie 
Napoleon and Wellington. His: 
tory may eventually be the 
judge of the correctness of that 
verdict. In the meantime it is 
pertinent to consider whether 
leven now, the _ much-neede 
leadership ‘for which so many 
nations are looking will not be 
found exactly where it was 
found in the past—among those 
whose courage has not been 
tamed by the oppression of years, 
However that may be, pro- 
vision for the happy issue out of 
present aflictions depends on 
the temper of the men and 
women who have to bear the 
main burden of it. In America, 
as in Europe, they are the 
young generation. It _ is appr 
priate, therefore, in congratula 
ing the great nation whose day 
this is, that honour be paid to 
those who hold the future in 
their hands. In times of de- 
pression it is natural that severe 
introspection should be exercis- 
ed. It is equally natural that 
the voice of the critic should 
more readily attune itself to dis- 
covery of the weaknesses of 
age over which the depression 
attempting to exert its mournful 
influence. Faith in modern 
civilisation is apt to falter in 
this process, Yet, when that 
human tendency has been given 
its fair scope, it is, still possible 
to keep faith and pin it on to the 
men and women of the imme: 
diate future. Even at this time

AND SO TO BED 
Feb, 23. 
Samuel Pepys, on February 22, 
1664, thus wrote in his diary: 
‘This day by the blessing of God, 
I have lived thirty-one years in 
the world; and, by the grace of 
God, T find’ myself not only in good 
health in everything, and parti- 
cularly as to the stone, but only. 
ain upon taking cold, and also in 
8 fair way of coming to a better 
‘esteem and estate in the world, 
than ever I expected. But T pray. 
God give me a heart to fear a 
Jall, and to prepare for i 
hy genuine enough 
's Diary was never 
intended. for other than 
author's eye—came to be ful 
filled in greater measure than 
Samuel could have expected, in 
spite of his evident good self- 
esteem. This three hundredth 
anniversary of his birth deserves 
xecognition for, oven if Samuel 
Pepys, the Secretary to the 
Admiralty, or “Clerk of the 
Acts” as he was first called, 
could claim a respectable place 
in the history of British off 
dom, and yet lack the qualities 
which adorn many occupants of 
national pedestals, he stands out, 
across the gulf which separates 
his age from this, a most remark. 
ably vivid figure. He is more 
real than many of the greater 
men of whom his Diary wrote. 
And he is still running. Paro- 
dists have long battened on him, 
Presentday journalism, however, 
gives weekly, in the ‘pages of 
“Truth,” so vivid and reverent 
‘an imitation of him as if he were. 
commenting on the events of to- 
day, that it seems to be more a 







































continuation than a parody. It 
Keeps alive interest in. the 
original—no_ greater tribute 


could be paid to the clever au- 
thor, Samuel Pepys merits a 
passing tribute from his country- 
men. He left behind a priceless 
yecord of his age; its bona fides 
is beyond question in a sense 
unclaimable by the large major- 
ity of diaries and memoirs: it is 
unreserved, originally written in 
secret shorthand and utterly 
frank, Pepys spares neither 
himself nor his contemporaries. 
So, when he is regretting the 
flagrant indecencies of his royal 
‘asters, he does not conceal his 
deep sense of the importance of 
Preserving the monarchical 
aystem, to the restoration of 
which he helped ina humble way 
to contribute. 

In displaying a very reason- 
ble predilection for Samuel 
the Diarist does not 
conceal faults. He puts on paper 
the ecstasies of 9 lover of 
Pleasure who possessed, at the 
‘same time, a marked dovotion to 
the national weal. ‘The Navy 
League must honour the name 
‘of Pepys, He may have follow- 
ed the custom of the time and 
enriched. himself covertly at 
public expense but he endea- 
‘voured not without success to 
create a sound organisation for 
England's bulwark. He gave 
full service to the Duke of York, 
afterwards James II, whose 
efforts. for the Navy stand out as 

















the redeeming feature in an 
otherwise inglorious career. 
Samuel Pepys was a firm 








believer in conjugal discipline; 
his wife had reason to doubt his 
fidelity and suffered violence at 
‘his hands at least, once on the 
’3 own showing. Yet the 
etch” managed to exercise 
over him unbroken sway and, in 
the midst of an age of out- 
Yageous licence, the Pepys 
“menage preserved a reasonable 
appearance, of wedded bliss. 
Perhaps Elizabeth, the daughter 
‘of a French Huguenot exile and 
an English mother, was more 
adept in handling her susceptible 









@pouse than Catherine of 
Braganza in the Palace of 
Whitehall... This, for example, is 


the Diary’s pictuxe of events on 
another February 23—in 1666, 
the year of the Great Fire which 
receives graphic attention from 
Pepys—and it shows that Mis- 
tress Pepys was able to preserve 
her dignity even when endanger 
ed. by the charms of an actress 
belonging to the “King’s House”:

So, in recalling Samuel Pepys, 
it ig fitting to bear in mind the 
/qualities of that wife whose good 
temper, frugal habits, admirable 
taste in clothes and loyal devo- 
‘tion were, although the Diary 
does not expressly admit it, rein-| 
forced by a shrewd gift for 
managing her sometimes way- 
ward husband. She perhaps 
knew little of what he wrote in 
that Diary; it was often filled 
in after she had retired. It did 
not appear deciphered until 122 
Years after the Diarist’s death. 
No wife has had less cause to be 
jashamed of the record left by a 
husband in her regard. That 
perhaps is why, for all his petty 
his’ self-conceit, his 
his fickleness, Samuel 
Pepys can claim a warm corner 
in the affection of posterity. He 
may have written, in disparag 
ment of “Cosen Roger's” bride 
that, in spite of her good hous 
keeping talents and her fortune 
he was against that match, be- 
cause she was an “ugly old 
maid” and added

of the Pepyses that ever I knew, 

never to marry a handsome 

‘woman, excepting Ned Pepys. 


but it is certain that he made 
that entry with a silent reserva- 
tion of self-congratulation over 
‘the undoubted charms of Eliza- 
beth Marchant on whom Samuel 
Pepys had done the honour of 
bestowing his hand.

A British Privilege
